There is a two-fold interpretation of this 
wandcring. Some understand it of a powerful 
man roving abroad for bread; he takes what 
he can from those who are next, or he takes 
what comes next to hand; he must have it, no 
matter to him how, or from whom, Such are 
called Rovers; they rove abroad for bread, they 
spoil and plunder others, for the supply of their 
wants, shall I say, or of their lusts? 

But I think this exposition unsuitable ; and 
the reason is, because Eliphaz is not here de- 
scribing the sin of a wicked man, but his pun- 
ishment: to spoil and plunder for bread is his 
sin; to wander for bread is his punisiment, and 
implies the evil and misery that comes upon the 
wicked ; not evil and mischief alone by the 


wicked. We have here an unholy wanderer, ‘ 


who having gone astray from God, found n 
rest among men. 

Eliphaz is speaking of an oppressor, and tells 
us he shall wander for bread: we may here 
observe, 

Oppression is the nearest way to poverty. 
They that make beggars to satisfy their lusts, 
should be forced to beg for the satisfying of 
their hunger.—Caryl.

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 
No. 8. 


Mr. Evrror, , 
The advantages resulting to children from 


Sabbath school instruction having been shown 
in the last two numbers, we proceed 2dly to 
exhibit some of the advantages to teachers. 

Ist. It is the most effectual method to excite 
them to study the sound truths of the Bible. | 
Experience teaches them that they cannot well | 
interest others, without some mental prepara- 
tion. And this knowledge necessary to teach | 
would never be acquired by them in any other | 
circumstances than that of teachers. Besides | 
it is absolutely necessary to learn thoroughly | 
whatever is to be taught. 
tage resulting to the teacher on this point 1s, he 
feels compelled to understand the lesson, The 
understanding of every lesson thoroughly, and | 
then the repetition by instructing others serve to 
imprint the blessed truths of the Bible almost | 
indelibly on the mind. 

2d. ‘The practice of teaching serves greatly | 
to promote the important christian virtue of} 
self-denial. 
younger members of the church, they as well | 
asthe scholarsare forming and establishing, 
characters for life. Itis of essential advantage | 
that the character be so formed as to emulate | 
the duties required inthe gospel. That is in| 
shor’, that christians should be well instructed 
into what constitutes christian character, and 
then practically exhibit it in theirlives, Both | 
these result to the faithful teacher of Sabbath | 
schools. 

3d. Another advantage to the teacher is, the 
preparation which they are required to make 
from Sabbath to Sabbath,serves to occupy those 
leisure hours which otherwise would probably 
be devoted to amusement of some kind. The 
mind of man is so cor stituted that it never rest 
and must and will be employed in seme exer- 
cise, either good or evil; and as the heart is 
depraved by nature, the tendency to evil is vast- 
lv greater than te the good of the individual or 
to the glory of God. 

As the business of the teacher is that which 
in some measure places him in a public station, 
the business of that station must necessarily 
occupy his mind more than that of any private 
nature. And asthat business is of such ana. 
ture as is calculated to make the mind virtuous, 
it is clearly an advantage to every inividual so 
situated, that he must necessarily think much 
upon spiritual subjects, connected with the sal- 
vation of men. ‘This is an advantage of inecal. 
culable importance, and one that is not suffi. | 
ciently estimated. Besides, to be ateacher of a 
Sabbath school, serves to train the mind to vir- | 
tuous thought, it consequently tends to produce | 
virtuous and healthful action, 

4th. ‘The ultimate results of faithful teaching | 
to the children, that is to say, the teachers be- | 
ing eye-witnesses to the effects of their teach- 
ing in transforming the vicious, the ignorant, | 
und sometimes the abandoned youth, to amia. | 
ble, lovely,-and often through grace, christian | 
members of society, must serve to elevate the | 
mind of teachers to contemplate the blessed | 
kingdom of Christ. Its subjects once sinners, | 
but now redeemed by the blood of Christ, saved 
by his rich grace, sanctified by his Spirit, for- 
ever rejoicing in the society of the blessed. 
The whole tendency of these views by the 
teachers, must serve to make them hate sin the | 
more and to love holiness the more. They are | 
witnessed and contemplated. Scripture and 
reason here will alike dictate the propriety of 
seeking first the kingdom of God and his right- 
eousness. If it is important to imbibe princi-

DECLARATION 
OF THE CHEROKEES IN VALLEY TONNS. 


On Friday, July 1,18 36, at Hiwassee Town House, 
Delegates assembled from the various ¢ herokee 
Powns in the districts of Aquohee and Taquohee, im 
the Cherokee Nation, comprising that part of the Na 
tion lying within the chartered limits of ‘orth Caro- 
lina and Union County in Georgia. ‘The meeting was 
called forthe purpose of taking into consideration the 
propriety of making a public declaration of the views 
and sentiments of the people of their several vicinities, 
on the subject of the recent alarms about Indian hos- 
tilities, 

The followirg Declaration was unanimously adopt- 
ed :— 

Whereas, we have learned with regret, that rumors 
of Ind an hostilities, are producing much excitement 
among the citizens of the United St tes; and as many 


persons, unacquainted with the dissimilarity of coudi.; conduct their business on a liberal and enlightened | 


tion and charactero the several Nations of Ind.ans, 
are apt to contound the Cherokees with other tribes 
less advanced in civilization and le-s pacific in thei: 
habits; by which an tnfuence is exerted injurious te 
our people, and calculated to exeite unfriendly teel- 
ings in the breast~ of our white brethren. 

With an earnest desird, therefore, to allay excite- 
ment on this subject, and to cultivate those friendly re 
lations whicl have long subsisted between us and the 
citizens of the Unitea States, we make the following 
representations, 


Our people have, by the favorable guidance of aj 


kind providence, made considerable advaneement in 


the arts of e:vilized life. They have begun to taste | 


the sweets of home, and to cherish the charities of 


domestic and social intercourse. Dependence on the 


chase for a precarious subsistence is no mure known 
among them. ‘Their dwellings and their cultivated 


fivlds, every where bear marks of industry. Their pre-! 


dilections, their iastitauticns, and all their interests are 
on the side of peace. They have no military system, 
nor milttary supplies of any description. ‘Their reli. 
ance is not on the sword. They have no sort of con. 


| nection with the belligerent tribes. And to confound | 


the Cherokees with them, is altogether unjust. And 

| we hope he Editors of papers will forbear to publish 
pieces, written by misinformed and thoughtless men, 
tending toexcite unnecessary alarm. 


With us the tomahawk and the sealping knife have |
